Response to Amendment 

1 . Examiner has acknowledged and reviewed applicant's amendment (filed on 
09/28/2007. Examiner has acknowledged applicant's addition of new claims 11 and 12, 
which do not constitute adding new matter into the existing disclosure. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-12 is the claim language presented in 
claim 1 , for a method for adding a device, which comprises: taking a picture of an 
object by means of the camera equipment; receiving from a communication unit 
associated the object signals comprising information on the object transmitted by the 
object via a wireless connection, and causing a storage of object information as 
metadata together the picture data. 

Also, the primary reason for allowance of claims 1-12 is the claim language presented in 
claim 9, for an electronic device comprising: a receiver component for receiving via a 
wireless connection information from an object in a picture taken with the camera 
component from a communication unit associated with the object; and a processing 
component for associating information on an object received by said 
receiving component to, data of a picture of said object taken by said camera 
component, and for causing a storage of said information as metadata together with 
said data of said picture. 

And, the primary arson for allowance of claims 1-12 is the claim language presented in 
claim 10, for a system comprising an electronic device with a camera component for 
taking a picture of an object; a receiver component for receiving via a wireless 
connection information on an object in a picture taken with said camera component from 
a communication unit associated to said object; and a processing component for 
associating information on an object received by said receiving component to data of a 
picture of said object taken by said camera component, and for causing a storage of 
said information as metadata together with said data of said picture; and the 
communication unit further comprising a transmitting component for transmitting 
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information from the object via a wireless connection, In combination with all of the other 
claim limitations in total.
